Angelo Tromp, with the participation of July Paskel, of Holland, doing her internship in Aruba. Joining 
them for the presentation of the competition was the Director of the Instituto di Cultura, Frank Croes. 
Inscription for the Kunstbende competition will take place at the Instituto di Cultura from April 16 


to May 11. Organizers stated it is also possible to register later via their web page, but they advise 
interested groups and individuals to register as early as possible.
